direct opposition to a bridge^across the 
river at the same point and makes 
money for Its owner, Mr. Kred Speers. 
The Hpeers family has operated a ferry 
at Hello Vernon for many years, but a 
comparatively short time ago a bridge 
was built across the river and the earn- 
ings of the ferry were threatened. Mr. 
Hpeers put his wits to working to solve 
the problem of bow he could run in op- 
position to the bridge, and he has evi- 
dently solved the problem. Securing a 
steam engine, he placed It on the river 
hank, lie then took a wire rope and 
fastened it to the end of his ferry-flat, 
ran the end of the rope through a pulley 
on the opposite bank of the river, then 
back again and over a drum connected 
with Ins engine and then fastened it to 
the other end of the ferry-flat. Aa the 
engine starts the flat is run quickly 
across the river and reversing the en- 
gine brings the flat back again. The 
trip is made in two minutes. A com- 
fortable waiting-room Is fixed up on the 
flat, and passengers can ride across the 
river on the ferry while they would havo 
to walk on the bridge. Mr. Speers, be- 
side* running the engine, does his own 
collecting. The bridge company cut 
rates to one cent for passengers and a 
low rate for teams, but the ferry does 
fully nin o-tenth* o f t he busines s.
